Mr. Chairman, Lady and Genticimen, 


I have the honour to present my annual report for the year 
ended 3lst December 1972. 


The population at mid year 1972 as estimated by the Registrar 
General was 3,950 a decrease of 10 compared with mid year 1971. There 
were 42 live-births of which 2 (5%) were illegitimate. The adjusted 
birth-rate of 12.2 per thousand population is the same as in 1971, 
but less than the corresponding rate of 14.8 for England and Wales. 
There were no still-births. 


There were 47 deaths at all ages giving an adjusted death-rate 
of 12.1 per thousand population which is identical with the rate for 
England and Wales. There were 3 deaths froin lung cancer compared with 
3 in 1971 and 4 in 1970. There were 13 deaths frcom ischaemic heart 
disease, there were 9 in 1971 andl7 in 1970. ‘There were no infant 
deaths. 


There was no serious outbreak of infectious disease. There were 
no new cases of tuberculosis notified during the year. 


As from lst April 1973, the Family Planning Service previously 
provided in Cheshire by the family Planning Association has been 
provided as a direct service by the County Health Committee. The 
valuable part played by the Family Planning Association in the past 
is acknowledged. Happily the professionai staff and lay workers in 
the clinics in this area have agreed to continue their service. At 
all County Family Planning clinics advice is given free but a charge 
is made for supplies. 


Details of the work carried out in the Health Department are 
given in the appropriate sections of the report. 


I should like to thank the Chairman and Members of the Health 
Committee for their contimed support and 1 should also like to thank 
the Council's Officers for their valued help throughout the year.

GENERAL SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES 


1. Water. The area is supplied by the Stockport and District Water 
Board. The Board consists of representatives of the Stockport County 
Borough Council, the Urban District Councils of Bredbury and Romiley, 
Marple, New Mills, Alderley Edge, Cheadle and Gatley, Hazel Grove and 
Bramhall, Whaley Bridge and Wilmslow and the Rural District Council of 
Disley ("the constituent councils") and the Cheshire County Council. 


Most of the houses in the Disley Rural District are connected to 
the mains but a few farms and isolated houses derive water from private 
supplies. The situation of these premises and the physical 
characteristics of the land render the cost of laying mains prohibitive 
and an almost impossible task. 


The water supplied to the district is chemically treated, filtered 
and chlorinated; it is subject to frequent bacteriological examinations 
and chemical analyses by the Board and has proved satisfactory in 
quality and quantity. Fluoridation was not carried out. The central 
and lower areas of the district are supplied from Kinder Keservoir 
and the higher parts of the district from the Goyt Valley High Level 
supply. 


The Engineer and Manager of the Stockport ana District Water Board 
has reported on the supply of water to the Disley Rural area as follows:-

Private Water Supplies 


Five samples from private water supplies were taken during the year 
and submitted for bacteriological analyses and all the results were 
satisfactory. 


The filtration and chlorination plant in connection with the private 
water supply to a residential hotel was satisfactorily maintained and 
routine sampling showed the water to be of satisfactory quality. 


2. Drainage and Sewerage 


The greater part of the district is sewered and two sewage 
disposal works are ovmed and administered by the Council. The Waterside 
sewage disposal works deals with the majority of the sewage from the 
district and the final effluent discharges into the River Goyt. The 
Coppice sewage disposal works deals with a limited amount of sewage 
from properties in the western part of the district and the final 
treated effluent discharges into the sollinghurst Brook. The Coppice 
sewage disposal works also takes and treals sewage from 14 properties 
in the Marple U.D. area where these could not be otherwise sewered. 


Properties within the district are generally connected up to the 
main sewerage system, the only exceptions being isolated properties 
where the situation and physical characteristics of the land render 
it impracticable for a connection to be made. 


The twentythree new houses completed during the year were all 
connected up with drainage to the Council's main sewerage system. 


When it is necessary for cesspools or septic tanks within the area 
to be emptied, arrangements are made fcr the hiring of a cesspool 
enptying machine from a neighbouring authority.

GENERAL SANTTARY CIRCUMSTANCES - (Continued) 


Drainage and Sewerage (cont'd) 


The Council's sewage disposal works at Waterside and Coppice are 
regarded as inadequate to cope effectively with the amounts of sewage 
discharged thereto and difficulty is experienced in acnieving 
satisfactory treatment. The Council's consultant engineers had already 
submitted a report on the general feasability of a joint sewerage and 
sewage treatment scheme for the Disley Rural area and the New Mills 
Urban area, and the resultant report indicated that the most practical 
and suitable scheme would be based on an extension of the New Mills 
Sewage Treatment Works at Mouseley Bottom, New Mills with the conveyance 
of sewage from the Disley area for treatment at such works. Accordingly 
it was agreed in principle with the New Mills U.D.C. that a scheme 
be prepared to cater for the joint treatment and disposal at this 
extended and reconstructed works. The consultant engineers are engaged 
on the preparation of the joint sewerage scheme as agreed and also a 
scheme for main laying in comection with the transference of the 
sewage from the Disley area to the proposed new works at Mouseley 
Bottom, New Mills. 


In view of the age and condition of the existing sewage disposal 
facilities it is important that the projected sewage works should be 
proceeded with as soon as possible. 


The consultants were also requested to prepare a scheme for the 
conveyance of sewerage from the Coppice area into the main scheme so 
that the small Coppice Disposal Works could be abandoned. 


The consultant engineers proceeded with the survey and preparation 
of a scheme to construct a new length of main sewer from Hollinwood 
Road to the Waterside Sewage Disposal Works this work being most 
necessary due to the fact that the existing sewer on this section of 
road was inadequate, defective and difficult to maintain. 


3. Public Conveniences 


The Council owns one building near Ram Square, Disley, which 
contains sanitary conveniences for both sexes. Cleansing of the 
premises is carried out each day by a part-time employee. Free 
admittance to the W.Cs. is provided. Difficulty was again experienced 
in maintaining the public conveniences in a satisfactory condition due 
to disfiguration and wanton damage by vandals. 


A. Refuse Collection and Disposal

The refuse collection service was carried out by direct labour 
using a Karrier Ramillies 14/35 cu.yd. continuous loading vehicle with 
a team consisting of 3 loaders and the driver and a weekly collection 
of household and trade refuse throughout the area has been fairly 
consistently achieved.

Refuse Collection and Disposal (cont'd) 


Household and trade refuse is disposed of on the Middlewood Tip 
at High Lane by agreement with Marple U.D.C. in whose area the tip is 
situated. A system of properly controlled tipping is operated at the 
tip. The charge for disposal of refuse on the Marple U.D.C's. tip is 
calculated by relating the tonnage of refuse tipped by the Council with 
the tonnage tipped by Marple U.D.C, the apportionment of costs being 
made on a pro-rata basis. 


A survey of properties in the area had been undertaken to ascertain 
the total number of bins to be emptied during a regular weekly 
collection, and the bin count was found to be 2869. The Council 
operated a bin bonus scheme for the refuse collection staff as an 
incentive to the achievement and maintenance of the weekly collection 
service. Details of the scheme are as follows:- 


& bonus is paid to the members of the team for each bin collected 
by the refuse collection team in excess of 2000 bins collected in 
a period of 40 hours or in proportion thereto, the bonus to be 
shared among the members of the team on a pro-rata basis according 
to the respective number of hours engaged on refuse collection 
duties during the weekly period. 


In assessing the bonus scheme consideration was given to 
(a) the semi-rural character of the area and isolation of farms 
and other premises covered by the regular collection service 
(b) the regular collection of trade refuse in addition to normal 
household refuse and (c) the increased bulk of refuse involving 
additional handling. 


5. sodent Control 


The servicesof a Rodent Operator are shared with a neighbouring 
Local Authority and the Rodent Operator is employed in this district 
on five momings in alternative weeks. Regular inspections and 
treatments of the Council's sewage disposal works have been carried 
out and surveys were made for the detection and eradication of rodents 
throughout the rural district.

The premises were maintained in a satisfactory condition.

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HOUSING 


1. Council Housing 


The extent of housing owned by the Council was 174 houses and flats 
and 14 bungalows. The bungalows are approved under the County Council's 
welfare scheme and are fitted with intercommunication system linked to 
one of the bungalows which is occupied by a Warden. A telephone is 
also installed in the Warden's bungalow. 


During the year the Council proceeded with its proposal to provide 
additional sheltered housing accommodation on land situated off Buxton 
Road, Disley and adjacent to the Council's bungalows at Greenhill Walk, 
Disley. The Council's architects prepared plans of a sheltered housing 
block including 16 aged persons flatlets, warden's accommodation and 
welfare and communal facilities. Two of the flats are being specially 
adapted to cater for paraplegic cases. It is planned that the existing 
bungalow accommodation shall be linked by intercommunication speech bell 
alarm system with the new warden's accommodation to be provided in the 
new block. 


The plans have been formally approved and tenders invited for work 
to commence in 1973. 


2. New Housing 

During the year under review 23 private houses were erected and 
completed and 18 private houses and a block of 4 flats were in course 
of erection at the year cond,

The Council carried out no new housing development in 1972. 


3. Housing Improvement Grants 

During 1972 the Council approved 13 schemes for the improvement of 
houses with the aid of Standard Improvement Grants, the total grants 
amounting to £2756. 


Hleven of the houses involved were owner-occupied and two houses 
were on rental. 


Seven Improvement Grants amounting to a total of £2246 were also 
approved, all of these properties being owner-occupied. 
£432 even grants for conversions were approved amounting to a total of 
Standard improvement works at 14 houses were completed during the 
year and grants paid curing this period amounted to £2678, the 
following additional amenities being provided:-
